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That Jesus Christ is the God-man. 


We are now to prove that Jesus Christ 
isthe God-Man, and that the christians, in 
adoring him as such, only render him the 
worship which is his ligitimate right. 

The first lines of this demonstration we 
have already drawn in proving, in the first 
place, that Jesus Christ has had all the wis- 
dom and sanctity which could correspond 
with the God-Man; and in the second, that 
the law which he has given to mankind is 
worthy of the God-man. 

‘Tf it be true that there is a God-Man, 
Jesus Christ must be he; if God, become 
man, were to give a law to the world, it is 
evident that he would have given such a law 
as Jesus Christ has given. Such are the 
consequences which evidently result from 
what we have hitherto advanced. 

Altho’ we do not assert that we have as yet 
proved that Jesus Christ is God, yet we think 
it is evident to common sense, that the law he 
has given was divine, and dictated by the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit; for a law. suff- 
ciently perfect to be the master-piece of God 
himself, could never be the work of man: 
hence it follows, that Jesus Christ was at 
least the envoy of God, sent to instruct man, 
and reveal to him his designs and will; and 
through whom God spoke to man, as through 
the most noble, the most perfect organ he 
could have chosen, and whose words we 
should regard as so many oracles emanating 
from the lips of divine truth. It is also 














evident, that we can find nothing in either 
the person, or doctrine of Jesus Christ, which 





should prevent us from believing him to be 
the God-Man; nothing but what we should 
regard, if not as positive, at least as a strong 
presumptive proof of his divinity Hence, 
if we can produce direct and incontestable 
proofs that Jesus Christ is God, so far from 
finding any thing in his life, or law that could 
invalidate such a belief, we shall on the con- 
trary, find in them every thing that can 
confirm and substantiate it to the last degree 
of evidence. 

In the books of the gospel, of the truth 
and authenticity of which we have already 
given such unquestionable proofs, we find 
that Jesus Christ performed miracles. From 
the same authority, it is evident that these 
miracles could never have been performed by 
any other power than the power of God; that 
they were performed in the capacity of the 
God-head, and in order to prove that he was 
God. If they are found to be clear and stri- 
king proofs of his divinity, it remains only for 
man to prostrate himself in the presence of 
Jesus Christ, and adore him as the Supreme 
Being, and Creator of heaven and earth.— 
Let us then examine what those miracles 
have heen, for it is only from the nature only 
character of such miracles, that we shall be 
able to judge whether they should be per- 
formed by any other power than that of God. 











Proofs that the miracles of Jesus Chrst ¢ould have 
been performed by no other power than that of 
God. 


Ir we open the books of the gospel, we.shall 
there see that Jesus Christ had, without hav- 
ing recourse to the assistance of art, and by 
his sole fiat (the effect of which was as com- 
plete as sudden,) cured the most inveterate 
and obstinate diseases, such as the palsy, 
dropsy, leprosy, &c. that he has restored to 
hearing and’speech, persons who had been 
deaf and dumb from their birth, given sight to 
many, of whom several were born blind; that 
he authoritatively expelled the evil’ spirit out 
of the bodies of persons possessed ; that he has

ters, appeasing the storm, and with the voice 
of command ordering the billows to be at rest, 
and the impetuous, winds to cease to blow; 
that he has changed water into wine; that 
upon a certain occasion, with five loaves and 
two fishes, he satisfied the hunger of five 

thousand persons; and upon another, fed 
four thousand with seven loaves, and a few 
small fishes. By an unexampled prodigy, 
those loaves and fishes were multiplied in ‘the’ 
hands of the apostles, who distributed therm 
by his order; we also see that .he had restored 

to life many persons who had been dead, one 

immediately after having expired, a second as 
his body was carrying to the grave, and a 
third four days after burial, and after putre- 

faction had already set in. Such are the mi- 
racles performed by Jesus Christ during his 

life time, and many of these were what may 
be called miracles of creation, such as those 
of the loaves which were created anew in the 
hands of the apostles, during the very act of 
their distribution: that of a man ‘born blind, 

in whieh our Saviour in a moment formed in 

the head of a person, organs of sight which 

he had been refused by nature; the resur- 
rection of the dead, and particularly that of 
Lazarus, in whom Jesus Christ restored all 

its original bloom to flesh which had fallen in- 

to putrefaction, re-established all the vital 

organs, renewed and restored the circulation 

of the blood and other humors to their proper 

equilibrium, and to complete the prodigy, re- 

called the soul which had. departed, to its 

former mansion, and reinstated it in the dis- 
charge of all its functions, and all this in one 

instant of time! 


Of these miracles, performed publicly and 
in the presence of all Judea, the holy evan- 
gelists have given us the history, at a time 
when the facts were yet recent, and in the 
memory of the then existing generation: 
miracles, which the Jews who had seen Je- 
sus Christ never pretended to deny, and to 
which even those of the present times bear 
testimony on the authority of their fathers: 
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years they are obliged to acknowledge those 
miracles, not less astonishing in themselves, 
than from the circumstances in which they 
were performed—miracles, in a word, which 
could not have been operated, but by the 
power of the Almighty God alone. 

As it is evident that God, in the estab- 
lishment of laws for the government of the 
world, had reserved to himself alone, the 
power of interrupting, or suspending their 
ordinary course, it is absurd to suppose that 
he had left this power to any creature; 
in such a case, it would be at the option of 
the evil spirit to derange the works of God, 
and throw every thing in this world into con- 
fusion: hence it has always been the general 
opinion, that it is only God that can perform 
miracles of a certain class. The first impres- 
sion which a miracle, such as those performed 
by Jesus Christ, would make on those who 
may be witnesses to it, is, to prostrate in 
adoration of that Being, who ‘thus sensibly 
vouchsafes to manifest his power to man— 
their first exclamation, that such must be the 
act of the divinity. In vain would all the 
philosophers of the world persuade a people, 
who witnessed the resurrection of Lazarus, 
who saw him arise from a tomb in which he 
had been four days interred, that such resur- 
rection was effected by natural means, by se- 
cret causes, by any arrangement of universal 
mechanism, that it was produced either by 
chance, or the operation of the evil spirit; 
the people would consider them as fools, or 
blasphemers. Such audacious men may 
prove to the world, that notwithstanding the 
brilliancy of their reasonings, they possess 
neither sincerity nor good sense, but would 
never be able to prevail on the rest of the 
world to abandon all claims to both, by the 
adoption of their errors.

To the Rt. Hon. Lord Tenterden, Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of the Court of King’s Bench. 
Barn-Elm Farm. 

My Lorv:—I have read the report of 
your Lordship’s speech. The passage to 
which I allude, relates to the character of 
the Law-established Church. 

Now, with very sincere respect for your 
Lordship, I do think it my duty to the people 
of this country, to show that the character 
which you have given to the Church of Eng- 
land, as by law established, is not correct; 
to show that she is not, and never has been 
tolerant in matters of religion; and is not, 
and never has been, favorable to civil liberty. 
In short, with more sincere respect for you 
than I have ever had for any other public 
functionary in England, and with the greatest 
admiration of your conduct in your high and 
important office; with all these, I think it my 
duty flatly to contradict your Lordship with 
regard to the character of this Church, and 
especially in the two particulars mentioned 
by you. I do not charge you with insinceri- 
ty; for why should you not be in error as to 
this matter, when I know, that twenty, or 
thirty years ago, I, myself should, in a simi- 
lar case, have said just what you have now 
said on this subject? Nevertheless, it being 
error, and gross error, too, and I knowing it 
te be error, I am bound, because the error 


coming from yon, is the more likely to be 


First, then, my Lord, let us take your pro- 
position, ‘‘ thatthere is no Church more tol- 
erant thanthis.” I am sure your Lordship has 
never read her history!—I am sure you have 
not: if you had, you never would have utter- 
ed these words. Not being content to deal in 
general terms, I will not say that she has 
been, and was from her outset, the most in- 
tolerant Church that the world ever saw; that 
she started at first, armed with halters, rip- 
ping-knives, axes, and racks; that her foot- 
steps were marked with the blood, while her 
back bent under the plunder, of her innume- 
rable, innocent victims; and that for refine- 
ment in cruelty, and extent of rapacity, she 
has never had an equal, whether corporate, or 
sole. I will not thus speak of her in general 
terms; but will lay before your Lordship 
some historical facts to make good the con- 
tradiction which I have given to your words. 
I assert, that this Law-Church is the most 
Intolerant Church I ever read, or heard of; 
and this assertion I now proceed to make good. 

This Church began to exist in 1541, and 
in the reign of Edward VI. Until now the 
religion of the country had been for several 
years under the tyrant, Henry VIII., a sort 
of mongrel; but now it became wholly Pro- 
testant by Law.—The articles of Religion, 
and the Common Prayer Book were now 
drawn up, and were established by Acts of 
Parliament. The Catholic altars were pul- 
led down in all the churches; the priests, on 
pain of ouster and fine were compelled to 
teach the new religion; that is to say, to be 
apostates; and the people, who had been born 
and bred Catholic, were not only punished if 
they heard mass, but were punished if they 
did not go to hear the new parsons; that is to 
say, if they refused to become apostates; 
The people, smarting under this tyranny, 
rose in insurrection in several parts, and, in- 
deed allover the country. They complained 
that they had been robbed of their religion, 
and of the relief of the poor which the old 
church gave; and they demanded that the 
mass and monasteries should be restored, and 
that the priests should not be allowed to mar- 
ry. And how were they answered;—The 
bullet and bayonet at the hand of German 
troops, slaughtered a part, caused another 
part to be hanged, another part to be impris- 
oned and flogged, and the remainder to sub- 
mit, outwardly, at least to the Law-Church; 
and (now mark this tolerant and merciful 
church) many of the old monastics and priests, 
who had been expelled from their convents 
and livings, were compelled to beg their bread 
about the country, and they thus found sub- 
sistance amongst the pious Catholics. This 
was an eye-sore to the Law-Church, who 
deemed thie very existence of these men, who 
had refgsed to apostatize, a libel on her. 
Ther » in company, with the law that 
founded the new church, came forth a law to 
punish beggars by burning in the face with a 
red-hot iron, and by making them slaves for 
two years, with power in their masters to 
make them wear aniron collar! Your Lord- 
ship must have read this act of Parliament, 
passed in the first year of the first Protestant 
reign, and coming forth in company with the 
Common Prayer Book. This was tolerant 
work to be sure; and fine proof we have here 
of this Church being “ favorable to civil and 
religious liberty.” Not content with stripping, 





widely spread. 


contentywith turning them out upon the wide 
world, this tolerant church must cause them 
to perish with hunger, or to be branded slaves. 
Such was the tolerant spirit of this Church 
when she was young. .As to ber burnings 
under Cranmer (who made the Prayer Book) 
they are hardly worthy of particular notice, 
when we have before us the sweeping crue} 
ties of thefirst Protestant reign, during which 
short as it was, the people of England out 
fered so much that the suffering actually thin- 
ned their numbers: it was a people partly 
destroyed, and that too in the space of about 
six years; and this is acknowledged even. in 
Acts of Parliament of that day. But. this 
Law-Church was established in reality, du- 
ring the reign of Old Bess, which lasted for- 
ty-five years, that is, from 1558 to. 1603; 
and though this church has always kept up 
its character, even to the present day, ite 
deeds during this long reign are the most 
remarkable. 

Bess (the shorter name the better) estab- 
lished what she called a court of high com- 
mission, consisting chiefly of bishops of your 
Lordships “ most tolerant Church,” in order 
to punish all who did not conform to his reli- 
gious creed, she being ‘the head of. the 
Church.” ‘This commission was empower- 
ed to have control over the opinions of all 
men, and to punish all men according to their 
discretion, short of death. They had power 
to extort evidence by the prison, or by the 
rack. They had power to compel a man (en 
oath) to reveal his thoughts, and to accuse 
himself, his friend, brother, parent, wife, or 
child; and this, too, on pain of death. These 
monsters, in order to discover priests, and to 
crush the old religion, fined, inaprisoned, 
racked, and did such things as would have 
made Nero shudder to think of. They sent 
hundreds to the rack inorder to get from them 
confessions, on which confessions many of 
them were put to death. 

I have not room to make even an enume-. 


ration of the deeds of religious persecution 


of this long and bloody reign; but I wil 
state a few of them. 


1. It was death to make a new. Catholic priest 
within the kingdom. 

2. It was death to a Catholic Priest to come 
into the kingdom from abroad.. 

3. It was death to harbor a Catholic priest 
coming from abroad. 


4. It was death to confess to such a priest. 
5. It was death to any priest to say mass. 
6. It was death for any one to hear mass. 
7 


. It was death to deny, or not to swear, if 
called on, that this woman was the head of 
the Church of Christ. 

8. It was an offence (punishable by heavy 
fine) not to go to the Protestant Church. 
This fine 20/, a lunar month, or 2501. a 
year, and of our present money 3,200). a 
year. Thousands upon thousands refused 
to go to the Law-Church; and thus the 
head of the Church sacked thousands upon 
thousands of estates! The poor, conscr 
entious Catholics, who refused to go to the 
« most tolerant? Church, and who had no 
money to pay fines, were crammed into 
jails, until the countries petitioned to be 
relieved from the expense of keeping them. 
—They were then discharged, being, first

Iam, my Lord, not making loose asser- 
tions here: I am all along stating from Acts 
of Parliament, and the above form a small 
sample of the whole; and this your Lordship 
must know well.

The names of the persons put to 
death, merely for being Catholics, during 
this long and bloody reign, would especially 
if we were to include Ireland, form a list ten 
times as long as that of our army and navy, 
both taken together. The usual mode of 
inflicting death was to hang the victim for a 
short time, just to benumb his, or her facul- 
ties; then cut down and instantly rip open 
the belly, and tear out the heart, and hold it 


thing laid to her charge. She said ‘ yes!”

wolves,” They in vain endeavored to terrify

She was, therefore, 
pressed to death, in the following manner. 
She was laid on the floor on her back. Her 
hands and feet were bound down as close as 
possible. Then a great door was laid upon 


up; fling the bowels into a fire; then chop off|her; and many hundred weights placed 


‘the head, and cut the body into quarters; 
then boil the head and quarters; and then 
hang them up at the gates of cities, or other 
eonspicuous places. This was done, inclu- 
ding Ireland, to many hundreds of persons, 
merely for adhering to the church in which 
they had been born and bred There were 
one hundred and eighty seven, ripped up and 
“boiled in England in the years from 1557 to 
1603, that is to say, in the space of the last 
twenty-six years of Bess’s reign; and these 
all might have been spared if they would have 
agreed to go to church and hear the Common 
Prayer! All, or nearly all of them were 
racked before they were put to death; and 
the cruelties in prison, and the manner of the 
execution were the most horrible that can be 
conceived. They were even flung into dun- 
geons, and kept in their filth, and fed on bul- 
lock’s liver, boiled but unwashed tripe, and 
‘such things as dogs are fed on dmund 
*Genings, a priest, detected in saying mass in

*The Reformation-Teachers have not the marks by 
which the Scripture would have us to know the 
true Ministers of Christ; nor do their fruits, in 
any respect, resemble those of the first Teachers 
of Christianity. 

First, Because, as we have seen in our preceding 
Numbers, they preach without being sent, contrary to 
the Apostle, Rom. x. 15. They have taken the honor 
of the pastoral Ministry to themselves, without being 
called of God, as was Aaron, Heb. v. 4. They enter 
not into the Sheepfold by the door, but climb up 
another way : which is the mark given by our Lord, of 
Thieves and Robbers. St. John x. 1. 

Secondly, Because they refuse to submit their preach- 
ing to the trial of the erdmary Pastors, succeeding the 
Apostles in the government of Christ’s Church: which is 
an evident mark that they are not of God; according 
to the beloved Disciple, 1. John iv. 6. He that know- 
eth God, ieareth us: (the Apostles and their Success- 
ots) He that'is not of God, heareth not us: By this 
we know the spirit of truth, and the spirit of error. 


The projector of this admirable plan for 
the reinforcement of the English Church mi- 
litant, is, no doubt, “ both loyal and true;” he 
reasons according to the principles of con- 
science and the general impress‘on of his pious 
neighbors Of what use are religious tenets 
to such persons? The Apostles’ Creed be- 
comes nugatory; it is swallowed up in the 
impetuous and confluent tides of prejudice and 
passion, The Church of England no longer 
exists as a religious establishment, or spirit- 
ual power. The weight of two centuries has 
already crushed into dust and ashes the trunk 
of that withered tree: the external bark 
alone can be traced, because the state autho- 
rity by means of British bayonets conceives 
it political to secure and guard the ground on 
which it fell. 





Thirdly, Because unde: the Sheep’s Clothing, |

By the Sheep’s 
Clothing, is meant an outward shew of Keligion, a fair 
outside, a formal cant, interlarded with scraps of Scrip- 
ture, wrested to serve a wicked purpose; much boast- 
ing of the Spirit, and of the Truth, and crying ont, the 
Lord, the Lord ; whilst both the Lord and his Spirit 
are far from their hearts; and his truth is not amongst 
them. ‘This has been more, or less the character of all 
false Prophets from the beginning, they have generally 
put on the Sheep’s Clothing; they have all pretended 
to Godliness; they have all quoted the Scripiures, and 
boasted of the Spirit, and being indeed no better 
than Ministers of Satan, have endeavored to make 
themselves appear as the Ministers of Righteousness, 
1. Cor. xi. 15. But their fruits have always betrayed 
them; such as those the Apostle describes, (1. ‘Lim. iv. 
2. 2. Tit. iii. 2. 5. 16. viz. that they speak lies in 
hypocrisy,—that they are lovers of themselves, cove- 
tous (that is lovers of money) boasters, proud, 
(preaching up themselves)—having a form of Godli- 
ness, but denying the power thereof: that they creep 
into houses, and take captive silly Women laden 


with sins—ever learning, and never able to come to | 


the knowledge of the truth: and who, by a just 
judgment of God, are given up to a strong delusion, 
that they should believe a lie; because they would 
not recewe the love of the truth, that they might be 
saved, 2. Thes. ii. 10.

Calvin, being obliged to leave France to disengage 
himself from law aflairs, went to Germany and_ there 
sought out the greater part of those who were busy in 
disturbing the consciences and agitating the minds of 
men. At Basle he was presented by Bucer to Erasmus, 
who resorted to the private conference without being in- 
duced to embrace the opinions of these imnovators: 
Erasmus, after having conversed with him upon some of 
the points of religion, exceedingly astonished at what +he 
had discovered in his dispositions, turning towards Bucer 
and shewing young Calvin to him, said: ‘I see a.great 
plague rising in the Church against the Church; video 
magnam pestem oriri in Ecclesia contra Ecclesiam.”? 

** Calvin, I am aware, is violent and wayward: 99 
much the better; he is the very man to advance our 
cause.”’(a) ‘Thus spoke a German who had tanght him 
at Bourges, and who, together with Greek and Hebrew; 
had crammed him with the new doctrines of Germany. 
_ “Calvin, (said Bucer,) is a true mad dog. The man 
is wicked, and he judges of people according as he loves; 
or hates them.”’ 

Baudoin, expressing his disapprobation of the opinions 
of Bucer and Mehanchton, said that he admired theit 
modesty, but that he could not endure Calvin, because 
he had found him too thirsty for vengeance and blood; 
propter nimiam vindicte et sanguinis sitim - - - - Baudoin, 
induced by Cassandre, had renounced the doctrine of 
Calvin. He was the most learned and renowned lawyer 
of his time; he was born in the year 1520, and died in 
1573. See his Funeral Oration on Papyrius Massop: 
Paris 1638, See Bib). Mazarine. 

The intolerant and sanguinary spirit of this too cele- 
brated man appears in one of his letters to his fiiend, the 
Marquis du Poet; ‘‘Do not find fault with our ridding 
the country of these fanatics, who exhort the people by 
their discourses te bear up against us, who blacken our 
conduct, and wish to make var faith be considered asian 
idle fancy. Such monsters. ought to be suflocated, as 


happened at the execution of Michael Servetus, the . 


Spaniard.’’ ‘The original of this letter has been preserv+ 
ed in the archives of the Marquis da Montelimart. We 
are assured that M. de Voltaire received in 1772 an av- 
thentic copy of it, according to his request, and that af 
ter he had read it, he wrote on the margin some lines 
against Calvin. 

‘* What man was ever more imperious and positive 
and more divinely infallible than Calvin, against whom 
the smallest opposition that men dared to make was al- 
ways a work of Satan, and a crime deserving of fire.”’(b)4 

Calvin’s erroneous opinions upon the Trinity excited 
against him the zeal of one, who in other res 
hig sacramentarian opinions; ‘‘ What demon urged 
thee, O Calvin! to declaim with the Arians against the 
Son of God ?. It is that antichrist of the north that 
thou hast the impradence to adore, that grammarian Me-

janchton.’’(c) ‘* Beware, Christian readers, above all, | and pretended to rule the Churches with a more odious | and terror in allwho hear it. An witness, who was 


ye ministers of the world, beware of the books of Cal- 
vin. ‘Chey contain an impious doctrine, the blasphe- 
mies of Arianism, as if the spirit of Michael Servetus had 
escaped from the executioner, and according to the sys- 
tem of Plato had transmigrated whole and entire into 
Calvin.’’(d) . The same author give as the title to his 
writings: ‘‘ Upon the Trinity, and upon Jesus Christ our 
Redeemer, against Henry Sullinger, Peter Martyr, John 
Calvin, and the other ministers of Zurich and Geneva, 
distarbers of the Church of God.”’ 

Let the Orthodox herein behold their Father! Let 
the virtuous and well disposed of that sect flee from such 

lence. 

By teaching that God was the author of sin Calvin raised 
against him all parties of the reform. ‘The Lutherans of 
Germany united to refute so horrible a blasphemy; 
“This opinion (say they,) ought every where to be held 
in horror and execration; it is a stoical madness, fatal to 
morals, monstrous and blasphemous.’’(e) 

«This Calvinistic error is horribly injurious to God, 
and of all errors the most mischievous to mankind. Ac- 
cording to this Calvinistic theologian, God would be the 
mest unjust tyrant—I[t would no longer be the Devil, but 
God himself whe would be the Father of lies.’?( f) 

Who would be a Calvinist? 

The same author, who was superintendant and general 
inspector of the Lutheran Churches in Germany, in the 
three volumes he published against the Calvinistic theo- 
logy, (g) never makes mention of the Calvinists without 
giving them the epithets of unbelievers, impious, blas- 
phemers, impostors, heretics, incredulous, people 
struck with the spirit of blindness, barefaced and 
shameless men, turbulent ministers, busy agents of 
Satan, &c. 

Heshusius, after exposing the doctrine of the Calvin- 
ists, indignantly declares, that ‘‘ they not only transform 
Ged ito a Devil, the very idea of which is horrible; but 
that they annihilate the merits of Jesus Christ to such a 
degree that they deserve to be banished forever to the 
bottom of hell.’’(h) 

Mi'd tolerance of the reformation parties! 

The Calvinists themselves objected against this doc- 
trine of their leader. Ballinger proves its erroneousness 
from Scriptare, the Fathers and the whole Church. 
“We do therefore (said he) prove clearly from Serip- 
tare this dogma taught every where since the Apostles’ 
time, that God is not the author of evil, the cause of sin, 
but our corrapt inclinations, or concupiscence, and the 
devil, who moves, excites and inflames it.’’(i) And 
Chatillon, whom Calvin had for a long time taken into 
his house and fed at his table, was one of the first to 
take up the pen against his benefactor and master, al- 
though he did it with all the deference due to this double 
title. ‘‘ He is a false God (said he) that is so slow to 
mercy, so quick to wrath, who has created the greatest 
part of men to destroy them, and has not ouly predestin- 
ated them to damnation, but even to the cause of their 
damnation. ‘This God, then, must have determined 
from all eternity, and he now actually wishes and causes 
that we be necessitated to sin; so that thefts, adulteries 
and murders are never committed but at his impulse; for 
he suggests to men perverse and shameful affections; he 
hardens them, not merely by simple permission, but ac- 
tually and efficaciously; so that the wicked man accom- 
plishes the work of God and not his own, and it is no 
longer Satan, bat Calvin’s God, who is really the father 
of lies.”? k) 

Effects of the private jadgment of Biblicals! 

Calvin in his turn forgets not to reproach Chatillon 
with his ingratitude, and adds; ‘* Never did any man 
carry pride, perfidy and inhumanity to a higher pitch. 
He who does not know thee to be an imposter, a buffoon, 
an impudent cynic and one ever ready to rail at piety, 
is not fit to judge of any thing.”? ‘Towards the end of 
his reply, he dismisses him with the following Genevan 
benediction; ‘May the God Satan quit thee: amen. 
Geneva, 1558.” Piety of Calvin! 

About 1558, appeared in London, a work written, or 
pea approved, by the English Bishops, against the 

Vinistic sect of Puritans. Calvin and Beza are there 
described (2) as intolerant and proud men, who by open 
rebellion against their prince, had founded their gospel,

tyranny, than that with which they had sq often reproach- 
ed the Sovereign Pontiffs. ‘They protest in the presence 
of the Almighty God, that ‘‘ amongst all the texts of 
Scripture quoted by Calvin, or his disciples, in favor of 
the Church of Geneva against the Church of England, 
there is not a single one, that is not turned to a sense 
unknuwn to the Church and to all the Fathers, since the 
time of the Apostles; so that were Augustine, Ambrose 
Jerom, Chrysostom, &c. to return again to life, and to 
see in what manner the Scripture has been cited by these 
Genevese doctors, they would, pe astonished that the 
world should ever have met with a man, so audacious 
and extravagant as to dare, without the least color of 
truth, to ill treat in such a way, the word of God, him- 
self, his readers and the whole world.’’ And after de- 
claring that from this Genevese source an impoisoned, 
seditious and Catalinarian doctrine had been spread over 
England, they add: ‘‘ Happy, a thousand tines happy 
our Island, if neither English nor Scot had ever put foot 
in Geneva, if they had never become acquainted with a 
single individual of these Genevese doctors!’’ 

Each man his own interpreter of the Eible! 

The partizans of Calvin have attempted, and for his 
credit, | wish they had succeeded in their attempt, to 
rescue his memory from the crime and disgrace of having 
the mark of infamy branded on his shoulder. ‘* What 
must pass as an indisputable proof of the crimes imput- 
ed to Calvin, is that, after the accusation had been pre- 
pared against him, the Church of Geneva, not only did 
not shew the contrary, but did not even contradict the 
information, which Berthelier, commissioned by the per- 
sons of the same town, gave at Noyon. ‘This informa- 
tion was signed by the most respectable inhabitants of 
Noyon, and was drawn up with all the accustomed 
forms of the law. And in the same information we see 
that this heresiarch, having been convicted of an abo- 
minable sin, which was always punished by fire, the 
punishment that he had deserved was at the intercession 
of his bishop, mitigated into that of the fleur-de-lis...... 
Add to this, that bolesyue, having given the same infor- 
mation, Berthelier, who was still living in the time of 
Bolesque, did not contradict it, as, doubtedly, he would 
have done, had he been able to do so, without going 
against the conviction of his conscience, and opposing 
the public belief. ‘Thus the silence both of the whole 
town interested in the affair and also of his secretary, is, 
on this occasion, an infallible proof of the disorders im- 
puted to Calvin.” (m) ‘Lhey were at that time so un- 
contested, that a Catholic writer, speaking of the scan- 
dalous life of Calvin, advances as a fact well known in 
England, that, ‘‘ the leader of the Calvinists had been 
branded with the fleur-de-lis and had fled from his na- 
tive town; and that his antagonist Wittaker acknowledg- 
ing the fact, merely replied by the following shameful 
comparison: Calvin has been stigmutised, so has St. Paul, 
80 have others also.” (n) I find also that the grave and 
learned Doctor Stapleton, (0) who had every opportu- 
nity of gaining information on this subject, having spent 
his life in the neighborhood of Noyon, speaks of this ad- 
ventare of Calvin’s in the terms of one who was certain 
of the fact. ‘‘ Inspiciuntur etiam adhuc hodie civitats 
Noviodunensis in Picardia scrinia et rerum gestarum mo- 
numenta: in illis adhuc hodie legitur Joannem hune Cal- 
vinum sodomice convictum, ex Episcopi et magistratus 
indulgentia, solo stigmate in tergo notatum, urbe exces- 
sisse; nec ejus familie honestissiui viri, adhuc superstites, 
impetrare hactenus potuerunt, ut hujus facti memoria, 
que toti familie notam aliquam inarit, e civicis illis mo- 
namentis ac scriniis eraderetur.”? (p) Moreover, the 
Lutherans of Germany equally speak of it as of a fact: 
‘* De Calvini variis flugitiis et sodomiticis libidinibus, ob 
qaas stigma Joannis Calvini dorso impressum fuit a ma- 
gistratu, sub quo vixit,”” \q) ‘* And as for the affected 
silence of Beza, it is replied, that the disciple having ac- 
quired notoiiety by the same crimes and the same here- 
sy as his master, he merits not the confidence of any one 
on this point.’’ 

Holy men of the Protestant Reformation! What 
proofs and fruits of their Divine, Anti-catholic mission! 
+ It is very possible and most easy to dissemble like Be- 
za and others after him; but, surely, it is hardly possible

then his disciple, gives the following information: (r) 
Calvinus in desperatione finiens vitam obiit tarpissimo et 
feedissimo morbo, quem Deus rebellibus ‘et maledictis 
comminatus est, prius excruciatus et consumptus. Quod 
ego verissime attestari audeo, qui funestum et tragicum 
illius exitum his meis oculis proesens aspexi.” (s) ‘The 
Lutherans of Germany testify, ‘‘ Deum etiam in hoc ae- 
culo judicium suum in Calvinum patefecisse, quem in 
virga furoris visitevit, atque horribiliter pnnivit, ante 
mortis infelicis horam. Deus enim manu sua potenti 
adeo hunce hereticum percussit, ut, desperata salute, dee- 
monibus invocatis, jurans, execrans, et blasphemans mi- 
serrime, animam mali exbalarit; vermibus circa pu- 
denda in aposthemate seu ulcere fctentissimo crescenti- 
bus, ita uf nullus assistentium foetorem amplius ferre

Miserable death of the blasphemous Calvin. Let his 
preaching disciples beware— 

On this subject I find an account too curious to be 
omitted here. ‘* The Dean told me that an old Canon, 
a familiar friend of Calvin’s, had formerly related to him 
the manner, in which John Calvin died, and that he had 
learned it from a man.called Petit Jean, who was Cal- 
vin’s valet and who attended on him to his last expiring 
breath. 'This man, after his master’s death, left Gene- 
va, and went to reside again at Noyon. He related. to 
this Canon that Calvin on his death bed made much la- 
mentation, and that oftentimes he heard him ery out 
aloud and bitterly bewail his condition, and that one day 
he called him and said; Go to my study, and bring from 
such a part, ‘The Office of our Lady (i. e. the Blessed 
Virgin) according to the use at Noyon.’ He went and: 
brought it; and Calvin continued a long time, praying 
to God from this office: he mentioned that the people of 
Geneva were unwilling to let many persons visit him in 
his illness, and said that he labored under many com- 
plaints, such as imposthumes, the rash, the piles, the 
stone, the gravel, the gout, consumption, shortness of 
breath, and spitting of biood; and that he was struck by 
God, as those of whom the Prophet speaks, Tetigi: 
eos in postertora, opprobrium sempiternum dedit 
eis.” (u) 

This recital agrees with that of Bolse, who also cites 
the testimony of those who attended upon Calvin in his 
last illness. For after having spoken of the complaints 
mentioned by Beza, and of the lousy disease, about 
which Peza says nothing, he adds: ‘* Those who attend- 
ed upon him to his last breath have testified it. Let 
Beza, or whoever pleases deny it: it is, however, clearly 
proved, that he cursed the hour in which he had ever 
studied and written: while from his ulcers and his whole 
body proceeded an abominable stench, which rendered 
him a nuisance to himself and to his domesties, who add 
moreover, that this was the reason why he would have 
no one goandseehim.’’ (Life of Calvin, Lyons, 1577, 
transl. from the Latin.)
